I. Traclatus de VENTRlCULO & INTESTINIS , cut pra 
mittitur alius de P ARTIBUS CONEINENTIBUS in ge- 
nere, dr in (fecie de Partibus ABDOMINIS’, Auth. Franc, 
GlifTonio, M. D. dr Coll.Med.bond.SWw, nec non See. R.c- 
galis Collegd. Londini,i 676. in quarto. 

T He eminently learned Author of this Anatomical Trea- 
tife, having prefuppofed the general Divifions of the 
parts of an Human Eody, taken in their large ft fenfe, and their 
inadequate conceptions, upon the account of which theyarf 1 
in divers refpefts called Similar or Organicai, proceeds di* 
reftly in this work to the Inferiour and more Practical dtvifion:, 
of the faid Body. 

And having firft of all divided the Lowermoft Venter into 
its Regions, and defigned the parts contained in each of them ; 
he goes on to the divifion of the Cutaneous parts, and conftders 
the nature, ftrufture, origin, vitality, andufesof the CuticuU, 
and Cutis vera. Where we cannot but take notice, that the 
Author, as well here, as throughout this wholepiece, builds 
much upon the grounds, he had laid in the Book, he publifhed 
four years ago, de Vita Natures , wherein he aferibes much to 
Natural Perception, which he holds to be an Operation anterior 
to, and more general and more fimple than that of, Senfe 5 and 
in which Perception,accompanied withAppetition and Motion, 
he makes Original Life to confift, which, to him, is nothing elfe 
but the Energet ical or Operative nature of any Being fubfifting 
by itfelf,not producible by any external power,motion,texture, 
figure, organization or proportion of parts, but by the foie 
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FirftCaufe of all things. Without the help of which Natural 
Perception he fees not, how (eg.) the command of the Imagi¬ 
nation can be made known to the Mufc!es,that do execute them 
at the beck thereof: Nor, how the Plaftique power form', a 
Chick in an Egg,&c. But to leave this Notion to the Judgment 
of Sagacioas Readers, we take further notice of our Authors 
opinion, concerning the manner of Transpiration, which he af¬ 
firms to be made not fo much through tht Forests the veryfub- 
fiance of the sk\n,and yet denies this kind of perfpirability to 
infer a penetrationof Bodies, though it do of Subfiances , by a 
change of quantity. 

Having done with the Skin, he difcourfes of tic nevi or 
marks in the skin, as alfoof Nails and Hair } of w hat they have 
common with the skin, and wherein they differ 5 why Man is 
born naked j what Colours do belong or not belong to Hair ; 
endeavouring to explain, why the Hairof Animals, though it 
be referred to the family of Plants, yet neither are green, nor 
blew, nor purple; and why the Feathers of Birds arej adding 
withal the caufe of Curled-hair, and the general caufes of the 
Fall of hair. 

Next, he trearsof the Adept or Fat,and is inclined to believe, 
that it proceeds rather from the Succm nervofim , than the mafs 
of the Blood.Then he paffes on to theMufclesof theabdomen; 
and there takes occafion,amongft many other things, todifeufs 
t hat famous queftion concerning the Joofculation of the Epi- 
gaftr ick vein wit h that of the Breafts^acknowledging that there 
arefucb Anafiomofes , but denying that the confent betw een the 
Womband the Breafts /'which yet healfogrants) depends there* 
tin. Tothishe fubjoyns the Hiftory of the Peritoneum and 0 * 
mentum, declaring their ftru&ure and ufes,and examining parti¬ 
cularly, whether the Omentum be the Seat of the Hypochondri¬ 
acal winds, and the Sink of the body ? 

Having difpatched this firft Part, he proceeds to the other 
Part of this Treatife, and therein delivers the Hiftory of the 
Gullet,Stomacb,znd Guts; in the doingofwhich, he difcuffetli 
many confiderable Qutftions •, Eg. which Animals have gullets, 
and which not? What is the manner of Rumination , and why 
fome Animals have more ftotnachs than one? Whether in the 
ftomach there be Lymphedutts diftinft from the LatUals? What 
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iff the matter, ftruflure, tenacity, tenfibi!ity,flexib]enefs, vita- 
iity, and various ufe of Fibres ? Whether there be a natural 
Perception in them ? How the Irritability in Animals is govern¬ 
ed and direfted by the Imagination and the inward SeufitiveAp- 
petite; together with the manner, how the Imagination and Ap¬ 
petite move the Mufcles? What kind ofMotion it is,wherewith 
the Brain excites the Nerves; and how the fame comes to move 
foute Mufcles, and not others ? What the Anirna 1 fpirits con¬ 
tribute to the motion of the Mufcles? Whether the Stomach and 
Guts have ^parenchyma, and,if fo, whether that be glandular? 
Why the c<ecum in Man is lefs than in other Animals ; and why 
it is double in winged Creatures? &d. 

Difcourfingof the Aflions and ufe of theGulltt, Stomach, 
and InteIUnes,he firft examines the nature of Hanger and Thirjl , 
and inquires,whether they differ fpecifically from the five Sen- 
fes? where occafionally he maintains, that the fenfe of Touch 
differs more than in degree from the other feoffs; and explains, 
how the pain of Touch differs from the pain of Hunger;adding, 
that the fenfe of Taj} hath more affinity to Hunger, than that of 
Touch. Concerning Thirjl, he confiders,among divers other par¬ 
ticulars, that one of the general caufes thereof is the defe&of 
thtlatex: whence he takes occafion to fpeakof the meaning 
given by Van Belmont to thac liquor, commending,on the occa¬ 
fion, that Gentlemans indujlry,fagacity, and (incerity, but blaming 
withal his pronenel'sof inveighing againfl other*. 

This done,he goes on to the confideration of the Perijialtique 
Faculty,and the various motions thereof ;as alfo of the powers 
of Suction,Deglutition, Attraction , Retent ion,CeCtion,DiJlribu- 
tionof the Chyle, Secretion^ Excretion, llafuojlty: Concluding 
the whole with an Appendix about Fermentation. In all which 
there occur many notable Difquifidons • E.g, What are the Re¬ 
queues to a PeriftaUiqiie power ? What the organs of Suctiont 
What the proper adiions of Deglutition .<? Whether there be any 
fimilar Attraction? Wherein confifts the Retentive power? 
Whether the Stomach be the only feat of Digeftion .<? What is the 
principal means of Dtgejlion; whether it be, (as M&bw would 
have it) a Jpirituoua and pungent Salt; and if fo, what is the man¬ 
ner of its operation ? What degree of Beat is required to Di- 
geftion,and whether Heat alone be fufficienc for it ? What are 
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the caufes of Seeds and Eggs ? Whether the approbation of the 
Idea of a nature to be introduced muft be precedent to genera¬ 
tion f How the Confent between the parts of Generation , and 
the Imagination and appetite of an Animal is performed ? What 
natural Injlintt is? What the Archtus is,and how it differs from 
an inbred fimple Spirit ? Further,as to the matter of the Chyles 
Diftribution ; how the Stomach difiniffes the Chyle .<? How far 
the Chyle is imbibed by the Milky vdfels; and whether that 
imbibition is made by a parenchyma ? How the fituita is fecre- 
ted ? What are the Ages of Blood ; and how exolete Blood fails 
afunder ? What are the Stimulating caufes for Excretion? Where 
he difcourfeth amply and learnedly of the feveral forts of Ex- 
pnlfion , of Crudities, Emeticks and Abjlerfives? Again, concerning 
Flatus'sj what is the matter, and what thefignsof them’ How 
many their kinds and caufes > What are the mo ft proper difcu- 
tients of them? Wherein the Hypochondriac Flatus's do con- 
fift ? W'hich are the parts affe&ed in Rheumatifms, together with 
a confiderable cure of a Rheumatifm performed by the Author ? 
Laftly,as to Fermentation^ What are Imaginary and what Genuin 
Ferments ? What is a Malign, and what a Febrile FermenttWb&t 
are the bounds of the beginning, increafe, height and decay of 
Fermentation .<? &c. Forthefeand many more Difquifiticns, 
handled by our Author, we muft refer the Reader to the Book 
itfelf.

To which he 
adds a Difcourfeof the Fire and its Degrees, of divers forts- 
of Furnaces and Cements, as alfoof the Inftrumentsand Vefie’s 
of both Pharmacies , and the way of cutting Giafs-vefTels,toge¬ 
ther with the Weight and Meafures ufed in Apothecary Shops. 

The fecond, treats of the Galenical Preparations aodCom- 
pofitions, all preferibed or examined and corrected by his 
French Majefties Firflr Phvfician;many of which the Publisher 
affirms to be both afltired and curious. This part hath two 
Books; the former of which confiders fuch Preparations as are 
ufed inwardly; the latter, fuch as are applied out wardly : In 
both which the Author infills moft on matters of greateft »m- 
portance,and delivers things that aremoft grounded, upon Ex 
perience and Reafon. 

The third is fpent in the Chymical Preparations of Medicines, 
whether the matter of them be Vegetables, Animals or ^Minerals: 
which fort of Preparations the Author judgeth to penetrate 
taore into the inner parts of the Mixt Bodiesby a dextrous 
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fol.ution .of the parts that compofe them, and by freeing them of 
the impurities which our fenfes perceive not, whereby the pure 
fubftances, which are the principal and moft eflential partsjoe- 
ingdi(engaged, may with more efficacy and fpeed produce the 
effeft looked for* And this is performed in three Books, ac¬ 
cording to the three, lately named, claffes of Materials. In the 
doing of which the Author affirms, rhat his chief aim being 
to make known the fureft and the eafieft means of fuccefsfully 
performing all Chymical Operations ,he doth fincerely communi¬ 
cate what himfelf pra&icetb, without any referve, and endea¬ 
vours fo to explain himfelf in thofe Preparations that have 
paffed through his hands, that by making thofe to be well un- 
derftood,ic will not be difficult to fueceed in fuch as he hath 
notfpokenof. Andhehopes, that, having in his faid Prepara¬ 
tions confulted Experience und Reafon , and avoided affefred 
prol ixities, he (hall not be blamed for fo doing,and that it will 
be well taken, that he hath effabliflied their vertues, dofcs and 
nfes upon the principal parts of which the Mixts are compofed, 
upon the feveral alterations which they receive in preparing 
them, and upon the Succefles which he hath noted of them in 
the feveral ufes he has made of them in very many occafions.
